Fleet Is Increased 1110 
Per Cent, Declares 
Soviet Warning 

MOSCOW, Dec. 24. (Ab-The 
Soviet Union, in a thinly disguised 
warning to Germany and Japan, 
announced today that its submar¬ 
ine and destroyer fleets have been 
made four times their former size 
in the last four years. 

A statement printed in the gov¬ 
ernment newspaper, Izvcstia, said 
the coastguard fleet had been in¬ 
creased 1100 per cent, but gave no 
figures bearing on the actual 
strength of any naval unit. 

The whole statement bristled 
with emphasis on Russia's under¬ 
sea power in the Pacific and Bal¬ 
tic, and appeared to foreign ob¬ 
serve-’, to be , ticularly signifi¬ 
cant, coming, s it did, on the 
heels of the alleged threat by 
Japan and Manchoukuo to invade 
outer Mongolia. 

The Mongolian government, 
whose war minister and prime 
minister have been here 10 days 
conferring with Soviet leaders, 
took a firm stand in facing the 
situation. Mongolia demands an 
apology from Manchoukuo for the 
clash which Mongolia claims re¬ 
sulted from an attack on a Mon¬ 
golian frontier post, in which five 
Mongol border guards were killed. 

"Soviet Russia,’’ declared Izves- 
tia, "is always the bearer of the 
standards of peace, but it will an¬ 
swer threats of invasion with an 
increase of armed forces.”

High School Building Job 
Cost to Be Cut by 
Lump Bond Sale 

A saving of several thousand 
dollars in construction costs for 
the Santa Ana High school build¬ 
ing project probably will be ob¬ 
tained by selling the $223,000 bond 
issue voted Dec. 12 in one lump, 
and using a federal grant to retire 
old bonds, now drawing 5 per cent 
j interest, it was decided at last 
| night's meeting of the school board, 
i The new bonds will carry a 4 per 
j cent interest rate. Recommenda- 
j tion was made to the board of su- 
| pervisors that this procedure be 
followed, immediately after a for¬ 
mal check of the vote on the issue 
and a filing of a certificate of 
election was made. 

A federal grant of $100,350 is 
expected to expedite the building 
program. A previous loan to the 
school system was of $500,000, at 
4.4 per cent interest. 

Plans for the new science build¬ 
ing have been completed, and the 
firm of Allison and Allison re¬ 
tained as architects for the re¬ 
maining units to be constructed, 
at a fee of 8 per cent of the total 
construction cost. 

The board also issued a call for 
bids on the demolition of the old 
science building. They will be 
opened Jan. 9.

Hounie’s revelation of new 
threats came as the grand jury 
started its second day of inquiry 
aimed at determining whether the 
actress was murdered. 

Second Threat 

Another threat apparently aris¬ 
ing out of the Todd case was also 
reported to police. Jerry Cum¬ 
mings, proprietor of a Christmas 
tree lot in Santa Monica, asserted 
a man approached him on his lot 
and said : 

"Well, you’ve got a good mem¬ 
ory on the Todd case, but don’t 
stretch it too far. There’s been 
a lot of talking about it and If 
I were you I wouldn’t have 
much more to do with It.” 
Cummings also told officers 
that last night to men approached 
him, mentioned the Todd case, 
and struck him in the face. Prev¬ 
iously Cummings had claimed to 
police he saw Miss Todd alive last 
Sunday. 

Two loves of Thelma Todd, an 
old and a new, overshadowed the 
investigation today into the rid¬ 
dle of her death.

Christmas comes tomorrow to a 
Europe more troubled by interna¬ 
tional tension, incident to the 
Italo-Ethiopian war, than on any 
Dec. 25 in nearly two decades. 

Italy’s determined pursuit of its 
war with Ethiopia in East Africa, 
and the League of Nations’ no 
less determined efforts to halt 
the conflict, converted celebra¬ 
tions of the nativity of Christ into 
a day of inventory of arms. 

Italy’s northern army made 
slow, difficult progress through 
the hostile western Tembien sec¬ 
tor to the roll of war drums. 

Eleventh hour shoppers in Rome 
found the spirit of ’’buy Italian” 
adopted in retaliation for the puni¬ 
tive economic siege by the league 
uppermost in every store. 

Britain pursued its policy of pre¬ 
paredness as the government de¬ 
signed its actions to bring into 
■olid, practical form the present 
abstract status of mutual support 
under the covenant of the league. 
Discussion of an extension of 
sanctions against Italy was 
quieted among the defense prep¬ 
arations. 

Unconfirmed reports in Addis 
Ababa said today northern Ethio¬ 
pian forces captured Adi Quala. 
10 miles within Eritrean territory 
and 50 miles south of Asmara, 
in Italy’s East African colony. 

Italian reports from the front 
said a Tembien clash Sunday re¬ 
sulted in the deaths of 700 Ethio¬ 
pians and the wounding of 2000 
in a combat starting at Mariam 
Quorar, in the mountainous sec¬ 
tor west of the main front lines, 
and ending in an Ethiopian flight 
up the Tonqua valley. The Ital¬ 
ian losses were 157 dead includ¬ 
ing seven officers and 173 wound¬ 
ed including six officers.

going on with our criminals, and 
that's the trouble.” 

Lester Fountain, manager of the 
Fox theaters here: "It's a sad 
commentary on our country and 
our law enforcement when a man 
has to get out to protect his chil¬ 
dren. Here in our own city and 
county we’ve got good law en¬ 
forcement, but in the nation as 
a whole law enforcement lacks 
unity. The whole thing started 
with Governor Hoffman express¬ 
ing doubt as to Hauptmann's 
guilt. In Canada, he'd have been 
hanged long ago.” 

Sheriff Logan Jackson: "It is 
bergh, the ideal of the Ameri¬ 
can people, should feel it neees- 
to be deplored that Colonel Lind- 
sary to go to England to find 
protection for his family. I doubt 
that he will find greater protec¬ 
tion in England than in America. 
However, his action is a chal¬ 
lenge, not only to the law enforce¬ 
ment machinery of the country, 
represented by peace officers, 
jurors, the courts and executives 
of the several states in the na¬ 
tion, but to the citizenry thereof 
as well.

There’s plenty of protec¬ 
tion to be had for a man’s children 
if he will ask for it.” 

The Rev. Perry F. Schrock, pas¬ 
tor of the First Congregational 
church: “My first impression is 
that the Lindberghs are justified 
in leaving on the ground that their 
child would not be able to live a 
normal life. The youngster would 
have to be so closely guarded in 
America that it couldn’t live a 
natural life. I believe they are 
justified." 

Mrs. T. E. Stephenson, club 
leader: “I think that, regardless 
of the reasons for his leaving, 
whether it be in connection with 
work for the Pan-American Air¬ 
ways or because of kidnap threats, 
it is extremely regretful that his 
action became necessary. I say 
this because he is a very distin¬ 
guished citizen, as is his wife. 
Certainly there ought to be safety 
in our country for babies of peo¬ 
ple of prominence and wealth.” 

Harold Brown, of Harrell and 
Brown mortuary: “I feel certain 
in my own mind that the Lind¬ 
bergh move in some way or other 
was based on the fact that Haupt- 
man’s life is now in the hands of 
the parole board. For some rea¬ 
son or other the Lindberghs want 
to get out of the picture. They 
say they are moving to England 
and expect to live there perma¬ 
nently. I’ll bet they’ll be back in 
America within a year.” 

Justice of the Peace K. E. Mor¬ 
rison: “I think that when we get 
criminals of that type, we fail to 
treat them rough enough. It seems 
that we are unable to imbue 
enough fear in them to make them 
cease their activities. If I were

NEWPORT B E A CH.—Numer¬ 
ous protests against proposed 
zoning plans mapped out by the 
Newport Harbor planning commis¬ 
sion and L. Demming Tilton, head 
of the California State planning 
commission, were heard last eve¬ 
ning at a city council meeting. 

Attorney Ritchie, representing 
Marguerite Maccullock, owner of 
many properties here, asked to 
have the ordinance changed so 
that a small frame business house 
in the fashionable Balboa Penin¬ 
sula district may be replaced by a 
handsome Spamsh-type structure. 

Mr. and Mrs. William Gerfin 
asked to have the south side of 
Central avenue between Sixteenth 
streets zoned f or business Many 
protests against proposals that the 
business district on Balboa Island 
be extended on Park and Marine 
avenues were heard. 

The protests were referred to 
the planning commission and an¬ 
other hearing will be conducted 
Dec. 30 at 7:30 p. m. 

C. F. Dennison, member of the 
commission resigned because of 
pressure of business. 

Thirty-five citizens in the West 
Newport area presented a petition 
asking the removal of unwelcome 
settlers in that community. The 
matter was referred to the county 
health department. There are be¬ 
tween 15 and 20 Filipinos living in 
one house, they reported. 

The city council is faced with 
the problem of providing the city 
with a new sewage system which 
will clear up filthy and smelly 
conditions that exist in the west 
end of Newport bay, it was re¬ 
ported. 

The chamber of commerce pre¬ 
sented a resolution requesting the 
council to take immediate steps to 
change the condition. Capt. Wil¬ 
liam Brown, chairman of the 
chamber sewage committee, said J 
that "the city will have to find 
some way to finance the project 
and clear up the filthiest, and 
slimiest condition that exists in 
Aimee , which were attended by hundreds that section of the bay.” 

Mayor Hermann Hilmer ex¬ 
plained that the city wants to 
take care of the situation but has 
no way of financing the project, 
but that if the State Board of 
Health would demand that the bay 
be cleaned, the work would be 
necessary. 

Plans for the system have been 
drafted by City Engineer R. L. 
Patterson, Mayor Hilmer ex¬ 
plained, and the council will ask 
the State Board of Health to ap¬ 
prove them.

Hartnett. Chicago, .984; pitcher, 
Hal Schumacher, New York, 1 000. 

The leadership in most of the in¬ 
field positions and behind the plate 
was open to dispute as the 100- 
game players were few and far 
between. At second, for example, 
Jimmy Jordan of Brooklyn fielded 
.983 in 46 games and Frankie 
Frisch, St. Louis manager. .982 in 
89 games, just beating out his al¬ 
ternate, Burgess Whitehead.

There was a keen race among 
the part-time catchers for the 
highest average.

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THE LINDBERGH FLIGHT 

T HE NEWS dispatches yesterday carried one of the 
most remarkable announcements in the history of the 
United States. They said Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, his 
wife and their small son, Jon, have left America to reside 
in England because they are afraid of American crime. 

Undoubtedly this will go down as one of the most in¬ 
teresting news articles of the year and one of the most 
significant. 

It is interesting and important because America’s 
outstanding hero of the air and one of the greatest in¬ 
spirations to the youth of the world, has turned on his 
country and declared: “America is not a fit place for my 
family!” , 

It is an indictment which stuns and astounds. It was 
hard to believe when the first flash came over the wires 

in The Journal news rooms yesterday. 

* # • 

T HE BASIS of the Lindberghs’ flight on a freight 
steamer appears to have been the attitude of Governor 
Hoffman of New Jersey toward Bruno Hauptmann, the 
convicted slayer of the Lindbergh first born. Governor 
Hoffman, determined to satisfy himself against any pos¬ 
sible doubt of Hauptmann’s guilt, visited Hauptmann’s 
prison cell and otherwise made a strenuous effort to in¬ 
form himself before the day of Hauptmann’s execution, 
now set for the week of Jan. 13. Shortly after news of 
the Lindberghs’ departure became known, Hauptmann, 
through his attorney, filed with the New Jersey board of 
pardons an appeal for clemency. 

Colonel Lindbergh is said to have remarked that he 
could cope with the criminals of the United States and 
with the question of publicity, which he despises, but 
when the governor became active, he decided to leave the 
country. If this is the case, it appears the flying colonel 
has made his decision on the action of an individual, who 
happens to be governor of New Jersey, rather than on the 
attitude of his country. 

• * *

C RIME is rampant in America and so are high taxes, 
but we are not going to correct either by running 
away from it. Colonel Lindbergh and the powerful influ¬ 
ences he represents, could go far toward putting down 
crime and gang rule by throwing their strength to the 
support of law enforcement bodies or getting some law 
enforcement bodies on the job which will work. W. R. 
Hearst left California because taxes are too high to suit 
him. If he possessed the influence he claims, he could 
have stayed home and performed some real service to 
his state. He could have forced taxes down. 

Colonel Lindbergh, spurred over the tragedy in his 
household, might make the conviction of criminals and 
the safety of children his life work in America. He could 
bring to this country some of the crime prevention, detec¬ 
tion and punitive measures he admires in England and 
make himself the noble benefactor the nation thought he 
was. There would be little left in America to fight for or 
admire if we should all pull out every time the going is 
hard. 

CHRISTMAS OLD-FASHIONED 

S ANTA ANA and Orange county have caught the spirit 
of Christmas. Nowhere, we think, do the homes re¬ 
flect it more from the streets. In addition to the most 
interesting effects produced by the miles of brilliantly 
lighted highways in the Coast Lighting contest and the 
scores of decorated trees in Santa Ana, entered in the 
Edison Girls’ contest, there are the parlor trees which 
fairly sing carols to the passer-by. Some real artistry is 
manifested in both contests and in the more simple, yet 
beautiful, illuminations from within. 

We can well imagine the effect all this has on the 
weary traveler, the wayfarer or the man who has emerged 
from the desert or the hills for the first time in many 
months. How warm and bright a welcome it all makes! 
What memories it stirs! How we love the thoughts of 
Christmas time and Christmas cheer and how these old 
symbols of the greatest of days carry us back to our 
childhood! 

Sometimes we resent the attempt to modernize Christ¬ 
mas. Even the new and “arty” decorations seem a bit 
out of place. We like popcorn balls, oranges, hard candy 
and nuts and we like red and green ornaments and cotton 
and tinsel hanging all over the place. Christmas essen¬ 
tially is an old-fashioned day, as old-fashioned and as 
abiding as the story of Christ’s birth and the salvation 
it brought to a troubled world.
